The report, as supplemented by further clarifying information 
furnished by you in a telephone conversation on April 18, indicates 
that the invention was made partly during working hours, with a con- 
tribution by the Government of facilities used in the perfection of a 
model of the invention constructed to determine its operability, but 
with no contribution of equipment, materials, funds or information, or 
of tin® or services of other Government employees on official dutyj and 
the invention does not bear a direct relation to the official duties of 
the inventor, although it may conceivably have been made in consequence 
thereof • 


Upon the basis of the information submitted on this case, it appears 
that the contribution of the Government to the making of the invention is 
insufficient equitably to Justify requirement of assignment to the Govern- 
ment cf the entire right, title and interest in and to the invention, but 
is sufficient to Justify a license thereunder* 


Therefore, the C h a irm a n of the Governaant patents Board concurs in 
the determination of the Central Intelligence Agency that, pursuant to 
paragraph 1(b) of Executive Order 10096, title to the invention be left 
in the inventor, subject to the reservation to the Government of a non- 
exclusive, irrevocable and royalty-free license in the invention with 
power to grant licenses for all governmental purposes, such reservation, 
in the terms thereof, to appear, where practicable, in any patent, 
domestic or foreign, which may issue on the invention.
